Restore Peace to 


Tiny Asia Kingdom 


KHANG KHAY, Laos ( UPI) 
—Tlie three rival princes of 
Laos today signed a formal 
agreement designed to restore 
peace to this tiny Southeast 
kingdom. 
The agreement was signed in 
this rebel-held headquarters by 
neutralist Prince Souvanna Phou- 
ma. his half-brother. Prince Sou- 
phanouvong of the pro-Commumst 
Pathet Lao, and right-wing Pre­ 
mier Prince Bonn Oum. 
In it the leaders of the three 
factions which have been war­ 
ring for years agreed to share 
the burden of bringing peace to 
Laos. 
Gen. Phoumi Nosavan. the right 
wing "strong man" who will com ­ 
mand the army under the new 
setup, said the pact calls for the 
withdrawal of foreign troops from 
Laos, as provided for by the re­ 
cent Geneva Conference on Laos. 
The Geneva meeting also pro­ 
posed the combination of Commu­ 
nist, pro-Western and neutralist 
forces in Laos into a single army. 
Drafting committees represent­ 
ing the three factions—pro-West­ 
ern Boun Oum, neutralist Souvan­ 
na Phouma and leftist Souphan- 
ouvong — started work on the 
wording of the document early 
this morning to have it ready for 
the signing. 
The agreement, by which Sou­ 
vanna Phouma will be premier 
of a coalition government, drew 
blessings from such diverse cap­ 
itals as Washington and Moscow, 
London and Peiping. 
Aid To Resume 
Officials In Washington said the 
United States was 
considering 
quick resumption of financial aid 
paymems to Laos to help Boun 
Oum's present government meet 
its financial obligations before 
turning over power to the coali­ 
tion.

The United States suspended the 
$3 million monthly payments last 
February in an effort to persuade 
Boun Oum and his deputy, strong­ 
man Gen 
Phoumi Nosavan, to 
proceed with the coalition nego­ 
tiations. 
Moscow Radio hailed the coal­ 
ition agreement as "a great vic­ 
tory for the peoples of this sm all, 
indochinese country” but warned 
the Laotian border situation re­ 
mained tense because of U.S. 
troops in neighboring Thailand.

RIVERSIDE — The fate of a 
proposed county building in Palm 
Springs, and recommended pay 
raises for county employes will be 
decided in 1962-63 budget studies 
which begin here by Wednesday. 
The five-m em ber County Board 
of Supervisors will evolve a budget 
of more than $40 million from rec­ 
ommendations submitted by Coun­ 
ty Administrator Robert T. Ander­ 
sen. plus possible increases. 
Andersen has recommended that 
$300,000 be spent during the com­ 
ing year for a county branch ad­ 
ministrative c e n t e r in Palm 
Springs. The item is a major pro­ 
posal in the $1,152,000 worth of 
construction spending the county 
administrator proposed from the 


$2,972,000 in building requests he 
received. 
Other recommendations by An­ 
dersen included a $400,090 reserve 
for a proposed $3 million county 
records hall here. He has asked 
the $400,000 reserve be set aside 
annually until voters are asked to 
authorize $1.8 million worth of 
bonds for the building in 1964 
The Andersen budget proposal 
could reduce the county tax rate 
to $2 05 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion from the current $2.07 tally, 
Ladd said. 
Included in the administrative 
proposal is $180,000 pro. ision for 
county salary increases. The coun­ 
ty personnel problem apparently 
parallels that of the city of Palm 
Springs, which is seeking pay in­ 
creases to retain key personnel.

Hike Seen 
In Allowance 
For Mileage 


Increases in mileage allowances 
for city employes who drive their 
own automobiles on city business 
may be developed for the coming 
year, the city council indicated in 
budget study sessions Monday. 
Jack Sanders, city building in­ 
spector joined Shirley Henry, city 
clerk, in appeals for councilmamc 
review of car allowances. 
Sanders told the council session 
that he lost more than $390 yearly 
in car expenses not reimbursed 
by the city flat rate allowance, 
adding that "m ost of my men lose 
even m ore." Sanders asked for $15 
monthly increases for four men. 
for a total of $720 yearly increase 
in mileage allowance. 
City M anager Dan Wagner has 
asked a thorough study of the en­ 
tire mileage 
allowance 
problem 
here, acting m anager Charles Kas- 
m er told the council. W agner’s 
proposal would cover study of al­ 
lowances paid 26 employes who 
provide their own cars for city 
business, including license inspec­ 
tors, a 
messenger, 
department 
heads or section heads whose jobs 
require travel within the city, and 
sim ilar posts. 
“ The federal government, which 
had paid more than 12 cents in 
some departments, has now upped 
the 
allowance 
to 
15 cents per 
mile, with expectations that some 
private business deductions of up 
to 20 cents per mile may be al­ 
lowed by the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice," Councilman Kenneth Kirk 
reported. 
Kirk added that no one could 
defray auto expanses on the pres­ 
ent city allowance. Some employes 
drive more than 1.400 miles month­ 
ly on city business, the council 
learned.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P D -T h re e 
bank robbers escaped from Alca­ 
traz Prison and law enforcem ent 
agencies today began a rflassive 
land, sea and air search of San 
Francisco Bay and its shoreline. 


Acting W arden A rthur Dollison 
said the inm ates presum ably fled 
the island prison Monday night on 
an improvised raft or piece of 
driftwood in an attem pt to reach 
nearby Angel Island or the m ain­ 
land. 
The missing men w ere identi­ 
fied as John William Anglin, 32. 
and his brother, Clarence, 28, and 
Farris Egbert M orris. It was not 
immediately known w hether they 
were armed. 
Dollison said the m en fled by 
removing a portion of the backs 
of their cells w ith a spoon, which 
admitted them to the utilities area 
pipe tunnel. 
'They then clim bed to the roof 
and removed or sawed a b ar pro­ 
tecting a skylight and from there 
went down a pipe to the rear of 
the island and presum ably went 
Into the w ater on an im provised
